The claim 1 are allowable over the prior art of record because the teachings of 
the references taken as a whole do not show or render obvious the combination set 
forth, including: 

Apparatus for releasing tablets from a blister pack having a plurality of tablets 
contained in corresponding blisters... 

wherein the first biasing means comprises a resiliently flexible substantially u- 
shaped connecting arm that is operable to bias the jaws into a neutral position... 

and wherein the apparatus includes a further biasing means which acts between 
the plunger and the jaw in which it is mounted so as to urge the plunger away from the 
other jaw, the further biasing means comprising a resiliently compressible sleeve which 
extends around the plunger... 

and wherein the apparatus includes a base for supporting the jaws on a 
supporting surface, the base including an opening and a chute for conveying a tablet 
released from a blister pack to the opening.. 

... in combination with the rest of the claim language is not taught or fairly 
suggested by the prior art.
